Noztheaſt,in which time there roſe great myltes # ſtoꝛmes, 
and therefoze we ſtrucke our ſaples till two of the clocke in 
the after none,that the weather becamecleare,and there we 
had ſight ofOrleance Cape, t of another about ſeat leagues 


from vs, lying Nozth and by Eaſt, and that we called Wilde 


mens Cape, On the Nozthſtde of this Cape aboute halfe a 
league, there is a very dangerous ſhelf, and banke ol ſtones. 
- Whileft we wer at this Cape, we ſaw a man running after 
our boats that were going along the coaſt, who made ſignes 
vnto vs that we ſhoulde retourne towarde the ſayd Cape as 
gaine We (&ing ſuch ſignes, began to fourne toward him, 
but he ſ&ing bs come, began to flee:ſo ſone as we were come 
on ſhoare, we ſet a knife befoze him, and a wollen girdle on 
a little ſtaſte, and then came to our ſhips again. Chat day ws 
trended the ſayde land about nine oꝛ ten leagues, hoping to 
unde ſome god harboꝛough, but it was not poſſible, oa as I 

haue ſapd alreadie, it is a bery low land, enuironed round 

about with great ſhelues . Neuerthelelle we went that dap 
on ſhoze in foure places to ſ& the godly and (wete ſmelling 
tres that there were: we ſounde them to be Cidzons, Ewe⸗ 
tries, ines, white Clmes, ches, Millowes, with manye 

other ſa:tes of trees to bs bnknowen, but without antruit. 

The groundes where no wad is, ace very faire, and al full 

of peaſon,. white and red goſeberies , ſtrawberies,. blacke- 

beries, and wilde toꝛne, euen like vnto Rie,that it ſemethfo 
haue bene ſowen andplowed.

The fourth of July we went along 5 toaſt of Þ ſayd- 
land on the Noztherly ſide to finde ſome harboꝛough, where 
we entred into a Creke altogither open on p South, where 
there is no ſuccour againſt Þ wind: we thought god to name 
it S. Martines Creelce. Ther we ſtayed frũ the fourth of July.

them we found firſt: Their heads be altogither ſhauen, except 


one buſh ol hatre, they fuffer to grow vpon the toppe of they;

cher ſtrings bende it in a knot vpon their heades. They haue 


no other dwelling but thetr boates, which they tourne vplide 


down, and vnder them they lay themſelues al along vpon the 
bare ground, They eate their fleſhe almoſte rawe, onely that 
they heate it a little vppon imbers ot coles, fo doe they they; 


. fiſhe. Upon Magdalcns day we with dur boates wente to the 


bancke of the riuer, and freetye went on ſhoze among them, 
whereat they made many ſignes of gladneſſe,and al their me 
in two oz thz> companies began to ſing and daunce,ſeming 
to be very glad of our comming, They had cauſed al the põg 
women to flee into the wood, two oz thi excepted, that ſtap⸗ 


ed with them, to each of which we gaue a tombe, and a littie 


bell made of Linne, fo which they were very glad, thanking 
our Captaine, rubbing his armes and bzeaſtes with they 
handes. When the men ſaw vs gine ſomething vnto thoſe 


that bad ſtayde, it cauſed all the reſt to come out ofthe wed, 


to the ende they ſhould haue as muche as the others: Theſe 
women were about twentte, who altogither in a knot fell vp⸗ 
on our Captain, touching and ruͤbbing bim with their häds, 

accoꝛding te their manner of cher iſhing and making muthe | 
of one, who gaue to eache of them a little T inne bell: then 
ſodainely they began to daunte, and ſing many ſongs. There 
We formde great ſtoꝛe of wackrels „that they head taken vpon 


the whore, witheettaine nettes tbat they make to fiſhe, ofa + 


kinde n thafgroweth in that plate where o5dinarts 

twe they abide, foꝛ they neuer come to the fea, but enlyt 

in ching time. As farre as J vnderſtand, ther groweth like⸗ 

Bile a kinde of Millet as bigge as fmall Peafon, le vnto 

that which groweth in 7 — — ſed of bꝛend.

They ban alſo Figges, Nuttes, Apples, and other fruites · 
and Beanes, that they cal S 4 N , their uttes CAN a. 
If we ſhewed them any thing that they haue not, noz knowe 
not what it is, ſhaking their heads, they will ſay No HDA, 
whiche is as much to lap, they haue it not, noz they know it 
not. Df thoſe things they haue, they would with ſignes ſhew 
vs the way how to dꝛeſle them, and how they grow. They 
. eate nothing that hath any taſf of ſalte, Cheꝝ are very great 
Therues, foz they will ſtich and ſteale whatſoeuer they can

lay hold ol, and all is fiſh that commeth to net. 


How our men ſet vpa great Croſſe ypon the poynt of 
the ſayd Porte, and the Captayne of thoſe wild men, after 

a long Oration, was by our Captayne appeaſed, and con- 

tented that two of his Children ſhould goe with him. 


Won the 24. of þ Poneth, we cauſed a faire high Croſſe 
to be made of the heigth of thirtie fote, which was made 
inthe pzeſence of many of them, vpon the poynt of the en- 
trance ofthe Gulfe, in the middeſt whereof, we hanged vp a 
Sheld with three Floure de Luces in it, and in the toppe 
was carued inthe wod with Antickelettersthispoſte, Viv 
LE ROY. DE FRANCK. Then befoze them all we ſet it vp 
vpon the ſayd popnt. They with great hede beheld both the 
making and ſetting of it vp. So ſone as it was vp, we altos 
_ githerkneled downe befoze them, wi:h our hands towards 
VWeauen, pelding God thankes : and we made ſignes vnta 
them, ſhe wing tham the Heaucn3, and that all ourſaluation 
dependeth only on him which in them dwelleth:whereat they 
ſhewed a great admiration, loking firſt one at another, and 
then vpon the Croſſe. And after we were returned ts oure 
Shippes, their Captapne clad with an old Beares Skinne, 
with thꝛe of his Honnes, and a Bꝛother ok his wih him, 
came vnto vs in one oł their Boates, but they came not ſo 
niere vs as they were wont to do: there he made a long Oꝛa⸗ 
tion vnto vs, ſhe wing vs the croffe we had ſet vy, and making 
. E. iu. a crolle 
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& Croſſe with two of his fingers, then did he ſhew vs all the 
Countrep about vs, as-if he would ſap that all was his, and 
that we ſhould not ſet vp any Croſſe without his leaue, His 
talke being ended , we ſhewed him an Are, fayning that we 
would giue it him foz bis ume, to whiche be liſtned, fo; by 
little and little he came niere our Ships. One of our fellowes 
that was in our boate,toke holde ontheirs,+ ſud daynelp lept 
into it, with two 03 thz& moze, who enfozced him to enter ins 
to our Ships, whereat they were greatly aſtoniſhed. But our 
Captaine did ſtraigbtwapes aſſure thẽ, that they ſhould haue 
no harme,no2 any iniury offered them at all, and entertained 
them verp frendly, making them eate and dzinke, Then did 
we ſhew them with lignes, that the Croſſe was but only ſet 
bp to be as a light and leader which wapes fo enter into the 
poꝛt, and that we would ſhoztly come againe, and bzing god 
_ Nozeof iron wares and other things, but that we would take 
two of his childzen with vs, and afterward bꝛing them to the 
ſaid pozt againe:and ſo we clothed two of them in ſhirtes,and 
coloured coates, with red cappes, and put about euer ones 
necke a copper chaine, whereat they were greatly contented: 
then gane they their old clothes to their fellowes that ente 
backe againe, and we gaue to each one of thoſe tha that wet 
backe, a hatchet, and ſome knines, which made the very glad. 
After theſe were gone, and had fold the newcs vnto their fel- 
lowes, in the after none there camafo our ſhips fire boates 
of them, with fine oz fire men in cuerp one, to take their fare⸗ 
wels of thoſe two we had retained to take with vs, and 
b2zought them ſome filh, vttering many wo2ds which we did 
not vnderſtand, making agnes thatthey woulde not remons 
the Crofle we hadſet vv. -

we went alongſt it about 15. leagues, then doth the land begin 
to turne Roꝛthward. About the leagues fr the ſapd Cape 
we ſounded, and found vn. faddome water. The fatd lands are 
plaine, and the faireſt and moſt without wods that we baus 
(ene, with godly grirne feelos and medowes, we named the 
ſaid Cape S. Aluiſe Cape,bycauſe that was his day: it 18 49. 
Degrees anda halle in Latitude, and in Longitude, *, On 
Wenſday mozning we were on the Eaſt ſive of the Cape, 
and being almoſt night, we went Nozth-caſtward foz to ap- 
pꝛoch ntere ta the ſaid land, which tredeth Nozth and South, 
From S. Aluiſe Cape, to another called Momerancies Cape; 
about fiftcene leagues, the lande beginneth to bende Nozth- 
weaft. About thꝛe leagues from the ſayd Cape, we woulde 
needes ſounde, but we could finde no ground at 75. faddome, 
pet went we alongſt the ſapd land, about tenne leagucs,to the 
Latitude of 5o, degrees. The Saturday following, being the 
firft of Auguſt, by Sunne rifing, we had ſight of certayne o⸗ 
ther landes, lying Nozth, and Nozth-ealt , that were very 
high and craggie, and ſiemed to be mountaynes: betwrene 
which were other lowlands with Woddes and Kiuers : we 
wente abonte the laydo landes, as well on the ons ide — 
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on the other, ſtill bending Hoꝛth · weaſt, to if it were eilher 
a Gulfe,oz a paſſage, vatill the fifth of the moneth, Che di⸗ 
ſtance from one land fo the other, is about fifteene leagues. 
The middle betweene them both, is 50. degrees and a thirde 
part of ane in Latitude. We had much ado to go ſiue miles 
farther,the winds were ſo great, and the tide againſt us. And 
at fine miles end, we might plapnely (& and perteyue land on

Where is between the Sontherly Jlands,and the Noztherly 
about 3o.leagnes diſtance, and moze thi 100, faddome depth. 
The lade men did mozeoner certifpe vnto vs that there wan 
the way and beginning of the gret riuer ol Hochelaga a ready 
way to Ci, which rinef the further it went the naro wer 
tit came, euen vntil to C, and that then there was freſhe 
water, which went fo karre vpwards, that they hadde neuer 
hearde of any man had gone to the beade of it, and that there 
is no other paſſage but with ſmall boates. Dur Captapare 
Hearing their talke, and how they didaſfirm noother paſſage 
to be there, woulde not at that time pꝛocæde any further; tyil

Ho our Ca tain cauſed the hippes to retourne backe 
again, only to now if in Saia Laurence gulfe there were 
any paſſage to warde the North. CM Ap. 2. 


Pon the 18. of Augutt being Wedneſdap, our Captains 
cauſed his ſhippes to winde backe, and bend toward the 
other ſhoze,lo that we trended the ſayd Noꝛtherly coſt, whi- 
che runneth South-eaſt, + Nozth-welt, being faſhioned like 
vnto halle a bowe, and is a very high land, but pet not ſo bigh 
as that on the @outherlp partes. The Thurſdap following 
we came to ſeuen very bigh'Alandes, whiche we named The 
round Ilands, Theſe Jlandes are diſtant from the others a- 
bout fourtie leagues , and ſtretche out into the Sea aboute 
thz& oz foure leagues. Abonte theſe there are gadly lowe 
groundes to be (&ne full of godlye tres, whiche we the Frp- 
dap following, with our boates compaCed aboute , Ouer⸗ 
thwart theſe Jlandes there are diuerſe ſandie ſhelues moze 
than two leagues into the ſea, very daungerous, whiche at a 
alowe water remaine almoſt dzp.At the furtheſt boundes of 
theſe lowe Jlands, that containe about tenne leagues, ther is 
a riuer of freſh water, that with ſuch (wiſtnelle runneth into 
the ſea , that foz the ſpace of one league within it the water 
is as freſhe as anye founta ine water. Me with our boates 
entred into the ſaide riuer, at the entraunte of whiche we 


foũd about one fadome water. There are in this river mann 


fiſhes ſhaped like hoꝛſſes, which as our wilde men told vs, al 
the daye long lye in the water, and the night on lande: of 
which we ſawe therein a great number. The next day being 
the ane and twentith of the month, by bzeake of day we hoy⸗ 
fed ſayle, and ſayled fo long about the ſayde coaſte, that wee 
bad ſight of the Noꝛtherly paxtes of it, which as yet we had 
not ſeene, and of the Aland of the Aſſumption which we had 
founde,departing from the ſayde land: which thing ſo lon as 
we had done, and that we were certifyed no other paſſage te 
be there, we came ta our ee ee we had leit at 
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The ſecond Relation. 
the ſaid Jlands, where is a god harboough, the water being 
about nine oz tenfadbome. In the fame place by occaſtoh of 
contrarie winds andfoggiemyſtes,we were tonſtrayned to 
ſtap,not being either able to come ont of tt, oz hoyſe ſayle til 


the keur t twentith of the month. On which day we departed 


came to a hauen on the Horntherly coaſt, about 80, teagues 
fromthe ſaid Afands. This hauen is dueragaint three dat 
JIlf&s9 lye amidft a riuer, bycauſt on the half way ol d fayd 
Jlands,+ the ſatd Hauen toward the Nozth, there is a verye 
great river that runneth betweene the high + low Jlands, £ 
moꝛe than th2ee leagues into the ſea:it hath many chelues, 


there is not altogither one fadome water, ſo that the place is 


very dangerous: trom bank to bancke of the ſaibe ſhelnes, 
there is either xv.07 rr.pardes. All the Noztherly toſt rfineth 
Ealt Hoztheaſt and Sonth Southweſt, The ſaide hauen 
wherin we \fayed, is as it were but a fluce of the waters that 
riſe by the floud, and but of ſmal actompt, we named them S. 
Tohns Ifleetes, bytauſe we formde them, and entred into tht 
the day ol the beheading of that @aint. Aboute fine leagnes 
afoze vou come to the ſaid hauen Meſtward, there is no pal⸗ 
fageat al but only with little boates, The hauen ok S. Ioſins 


Illettes, dzyeth vp all the waters that riſe by flowing, pea if 


it flow? a faddome. The bett place to barboꝛough ſhips ther⸗ 
in is on the Honth part ok a certaine little Allande thet is os 
ner againſt the ſayde hauen, whereby the banrke 02 ſhoze of 
of the Jland riſeth. Upon the firſt of September we departed 
out of the ſaid hauen, purpoſing to go towarde Cad, and as 
dout 15.leagties from it towards Meſt South wett, amidſt p 
riuer there are thꝛe Flandes, ouer againſt the whiche the ri⸗ 
ner runneth ſwift, and is of a great;depth, + it is that which 
leadeth, and runneth into the Cotmfrey and kingdome of 
Saguenay, as by the two wilde men of Canada it was tolde bs, 
Whys rtuer, pafſeth and runneth along very high and tepe 
hilles of bare tone, where very little earth is, andnotwith- 
Tanding there is greate quantities of ſundzis ſoztes of tries 
that gra we in the layde bare Tones, auen as vppongadand 
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| The ſedoud Relation; + 
fertile grdund,( ſuch (te. that we haue ſerue Tome ſo great 
as well woulde ſuffiſe to make a maſte foʒ athippeiof foztic 
CTunne bur den, and as greene as poſſible tam be growing, in 
a ſfante rocke without any earth at all. At the entraumc e ot 
the fayd riuer we mette with foure. boates ful ot milde men, 
whiche as farre as we taulde pertepue, verpe fearcfullye 
came toward vs, io that ſome ol them went backe agayne, 
the other came as neare vs as caſiipe they might beare and 
vmderltond one of our wilde men, who tolde them his name, 
and then toke atquaintaunte of them, vpon whoſe wozd they 
came to vs. The nexte dap, being the ſeconde of September, 
we tame out of the riuer to gas to Conads, and by reaſon of 
the Seas flowing. the tide mas verie ſwiſte and daungerous 
ta; that on the Muti part of it there lye two Jlandes, about 
biche moze than tha leagues compaſſe, lye manye greate 
ſtones, and but two faddome water: and the flowing amidſt 
thoſe Jlandes, is verye vnconftante and daubtefull, that if 
it badde not bene los our boates; we badde bene in great dů⸗ 
ger to tale aut liues : and coaſting along the ſaide day ſands, 
there is moꝛe than fiftenſadome water. About fiue leagues 
beponde the riuer of S gu Douthweaſt, there is another 
lande moze Noztherly acroſſe, wbiche are certaine higbe 
pieces of lande, and thereaboutes we thought to haue caſte 
Ancker on purpoſe to ſtape the nerte (ide, but we coulo ſound 
na ground by the ſroze fadome within a flights ſhote from: 
ſhoare, ſo that we were conſtrapned to winde backe to 
the ſayde Jlande, where we ſounded againe, and founde 
eighteene faddome. - The nerte-moznyng-we hoyſed ſatte 
and wente thence, ſapling further an, where wee hadde 
notice of a tertayne kinde of: fiſhe never to-foze. of as 
npeimanne ſrene oz knawen , They are aboute the big- 
neſſe of a Purpois, yet nothing like them, of bodpe verye 
well pꝛopoztioned, beaded. lyke Grape-houndes)}, altogi⸗ 
ther as white as pnowe, wythout anye ſpotte, within 
which Riner there is areat guantitie al them: they do ling 
Aitogyther betweene the es and the frethe tcl

they allume none tv be foùd etſe-wher but in that riuer. The 


lirth of the month, the weather be ing calme efaire,we went 


about fiftcene leagues moze vpward into the riuer, and there 
lighted on an Aland that loketh oꝛthward, and it maketha 
little hauenoz creeke wherinare many t innumerable great 
Toztodzes,continuallye lying about that ande. here axe 
likewiſe great quantitie of the tat Rphothuys taken by ide 


inhabitours of the Cofatry, ſo that there is as gret concourſe 


and merting in that place as is at Bee iii Frannce at e- 
uerp tide.Chis Jland is in length about thꝛee leagues, and in 
bꝛedth two , and is a godly anv fertite plot of ground, reple- 


mong the reſt ther are many Filburde trees, which we found 


hanging full of them, ſomewhat bigger and better in ſauour 


_ ours, but ſomewhat harder, and therefoze we called it 
Ladies enen,after ſetuice we went fron that ande, to gos 
vp higher into the riuer, and came to the Fourteene Ilarides, 
ſeauen oz eight leagues from the Ilande of Filburdes, where 
the Countrep of Caneds beginneth, one of which Jlandes is 
ten leagues in length, and five in bꝛedth, greatlye inhabited 
of ſuch men as 'onlie live by fiſhing of (ache ſoztes ot fiſhes 
as the riner aourdeth,acco2ding to the ſeaſũ ot᷑ them. Aftex 


we had caſt Ancker betweene the ſayde Jlande,andthe Roꝛ⸗ 
 therlpcoaff, we went on lande andtwke our two wilde men 


with vs, meeting with manp of thole Countrey people , who 


woulde not at all appzoch vnto vs, but rather fleddefrom vs 
vntill our two men beganne to ſpeake vnto them, telling thi 


that they wer Taignoagny i Domagaia, who fo ſone as they:

and then comming to the Generals Sbippe; where Taigno- 
agny, anZDomagaia-ſpake-with them andthep: with dum, 
| where they began to tell and ſheme vuta him what they hay 
| ſeene in Frauncr. and what gd entertainment they had had, 
hearing which things, the Loꝛde ſermed to be very glad of, 
t pꝛaved our Captain to reach him his arme, that bo might 
kiCe it, whych thing be da:their L taking it, tato it about 
bis necke, fo; ſo they vie ta bo when they wili makemach al 
ent. Then our Captayne entred inta Agoulannas boate, 
cauſing bzead and wine to be bzought,tomake the ſayd L 03d: 
and his companie to.eats. and dzinke, which thing they did, 
and were greatly thereby contented and ſatiffyed; Dax Caps! 
tayne fog that time gaue . nothing, bycauſe he lokedfoz 
a fitter opoztunitie.

Dome. Me let our Galion without the luce, to the ende we 


might b2ing it to Hoc belaga. o ſane as we had ſaſelp pla- 
ted our bippes. behold, we ſaw Donnacona, Taignoagny, 
_ andDamagaia, with moze than fine hundzed perſons, men, 


women, and childzen, and the Lozde with tenne oz twelue of 


the chiefeſt of the Countrey came a bio ofour Hippes, who 


were all courteanfly recepned, and friendly cntcrtayned;both 
ot our Captapne,and of all vs: and diners giftes of ſmall va- 
lue were giuen them. Then did Taignoagny fell our Capes 
tapne, that bis Lozd dis grratly ſozrow that he woulde go to 
Hechelegs,andthat he would not by any meanes permit that 
any of them ſhould goe with him, and that theRiner was of 


no impoꝛtance. Dur Captapne anſwered him, that foz all his 


ſaying, be woulde not leaue off bis going thither, if by anys 
meanes it were poſſible, fo: that be was tommanded by his 
ung to gos as farre as poſſiblphe could : ana that if he (that

led he ſhoulde bg very wel entertained, beſlde that, he ſhould

The nexte day beyng 
the 1 7.0f September, Donnacona retaurned euen as at the 
firſte, and bzought with hum many Eeles, with ſundzp ſazta 
of other fiſhes, ; wbereol they take greate ſtoze in the ſavde 
Riuer, as moze largely bereafter ſhall be ſhewed. And as 
ſone as they were come tour Shippes; accozding to their 


wonted vle beganne to ling and daunce. This done, Donna- 
cona Fauſedall his people to be ſette of one ſide, then making 


a rounde circle-þpon the Sand,cauſed our Captaine with al 


his people to enter therein, then he beganne to make a long 
Dzation: holding in one of his handes a Paiden child 1 0.03 
1 2,peaces olde, whych he pꝛeſented vnto our Captaine:then 
ſodainelpy beganne-his people to ſende out thꝛee ſhz&kes oz 
bowles, in ſigne of ioy and league of friendſhippe , pzeſently 
vpan that be did pꝛeſent vnto bim two other yong Pale chil- 


dzen-one after another, but yonger than the other, at the gy⸗ 


uing of wbyche,enen as befoze,thep gaue oute ſh2ekes and 


bowles very lowde; with other ceremonies: foz wbyche pꝛe⸗ 


ſents, our Capitaine gane the ſaide Lo2de greate and hearty 
thankes. The Lo2dtolde our Captaine then, that one of the 


childzen was his owne b:other , and that the Maiden childe 


was daughter vnto his owne fiffer, and theſe pꝛeſents were 
onely giuen him, to the end he ſhould not goe to Hecbelaga at 
all, to whome our Captaine anfwered, that if they were 
onely ginenhym to that intent, if ſo he would be ſhould take 
them againe , fo; that by no meanes he woulde leaue bys 
goyngbf,fozas much as he was commaunded of his King. 
But concerning this, Domagaia tolde oure Capitaine, that

But befoze we went thence, Taignoagny tau⸗ 
ſed other men to tell vs, that thoſe men whyche we had lefte

Ur Captayne conſidering oure effate (and how that 
ſicknelle was encreaſed and hote amongſt vs) one daye 
wente foꝛth of the Fozte, and walking along vppon the Ple, 
be ſaw a troupe of thoſe Countreymen com” ng from Sta- 
dacona, among whiche was Domagaia, who not paſſing 
tenne oz twelue dapes afo2e, had bene very ſicke with that 
diſeaſe, and had his knees ſwolne as bigge as a Child ot two 
peares olde, all his ſinowes ſhzuncke togitber, bys teeth 
ſpoyled, his gummes rotten, and ſtincking.

diſeaſe, Then our Captayne aſked of hym if any were to bee 
had thereabout, deſiring him to ſhew it him, foꝛ to heale a ſer⸗ 
nant ol his, who whileſt he was in _ with .

was ricken with that diſeaſe: Chat he did,bicauſe he would it 


not ſhewe the number of his licke men. . Domagaia ftraight 
ſent two womento fetche ſame ok it, whpche bzou ghte tenne 
zz twelne bzaunches of it, andtherewithall ſhewed vs the 
way howe to vſe it, and that is thus, to take the barke and 
leaues of the ſaide tree, and boile it togither, then to dzinke of 
the ſaide decoction one daye, and the other not, and the 
dzegges of it to be put vpon his legs that is ſicke: mozeoner, 
they told vs, þ the ver tue of that tree was, to heale any other 
diſeaſe : the tre is in their language called Au AHD A. Our
